Wage advances whicli will put the 


the mills.in New England and New 

York state on the highest basis in the 

history of the industry have just been 

announced. 

The American Woolen company, em- 

‘| ploying 25,000 operatives, issued notice 
of an advance of 10 per cent. The Ar- 
Hngton mills of Lawrence and the 
affiliated Merrimac mills, whose prod- 
uct. ig both cotton and worsted, an- 
nounced an advance to approximately 
6,500 operatives. The Pacific mills in 
the same city are considering granting 
a further increase, and it is understood 
similar action’ will be taken by other 
manufacturing interests. 

The American Woolen company is- 
sted this statement: oot 
. A general increase of wages is an- 
nounced by the American Woolen com- 
pany, to go into effect in all its plants. 
Previous increases in the company’s 
mills have been shaped to give the 
lower paid help the greatest addition 
to their compensation. It is believed 
by the management that these previ- 
| ous increases have fairly equalized the 
compensation of employees. Therefore 
| the increase that will go into effect 
will take the ferm ofga 10 per cent ad- 
| vance.

WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION. 


Average Award In New York Lees 
Than $200. 

An analysis by Chief Statistician 
Leonard W. Hatch of the first 30,000 
workmen’s compensation claims in | 
New York state was contained in the 
annual report by Deputy Commission- 
er William C. Archer of the state in- 
dustrial commission. The analysis 
showed that the average value of 
awards, exclusive of medical treat- 
ment, was $157.20. Other average 
awards were as follows: 

Death awards, $3,240.72; permanent 
total disability, $7,475.12; permanent 
partial disability, $520.38; temporary 
total disability, 42.41. 

Death awards amounted to 41.9 per 
cent of the total compensation award- 
ed by the commission, temporary to- 
tal disability awards amounted to 24 
per cent, permanent partial disability | 
awards to 23.14 per cent and perma: | 
henf total disability awards to 2.3 per 
cent. | 

In the fitst- eighteen months of the 
compensation law’s operation there 
was a tetal of 337,500 industrial acci- 
dents reported to the commission, re- 
sulting in 56,374 cases in which claim- 
ants were entitled to awards. The 
temporary total disability cases com; 
prised 88% per cent of all cases filed. 
The average medical cost for each in- 
jury reported was $10.95. There ‘was 
a total of 1,214 death cases, in 81 per 
cent of which there were dependents. 
In 9 per cent of the death cases there 
were alien dependents,
